Sexual assault 


Awareness limited yet growing on campuses

Approximately 97 percent of rapists 
never serve jail time for their crimes, 
and 73 percent of rapists are a friend, 
family member or acquaintance. 

These shocking yet true statistics 
are only a portion of the information 
provided by RAINN, the Rape, Abuse & 
Incest National Network. Sexual assault 
is a problem worldwide, and this corner 
of Mississippi is no different. 

According to the Mississippi Coalition 
Against Sexual Assault (MCASA), one in 
four females and one in six males will 
be sexually assaulted by age 18. One in 
three victims of sexual assault is under 
age 12. 

With statistics such as these 
throughout the United States, how can 
citizens feel safe in their own homes or 
on college campuses hours away from 
their hometowns? 

Luke Hammonds, Jones County Junior 
College’s human resources director, 
said changing America’s sexual assault 


statistics for the better means the 
population as a whole needs to undergo 
a change in perspective, chiefly dealing 
with society’s habit of blaming victims 
for the assault they unwillingly received. 

“It’s never the victim’s fault,” 
Hammonds said, “no matter what he or 
she is doing or wearing or where she is. 
Only one of these things is illegal: the 
rape.” 

New to campus this year is the Campus 
Sexual Violence Elimination (SaVE) Act. 
The SaVE Act will complement Title IX, 
and both policies will work to lessen the 
mishandlings of sexual assault cases on 
college campuses. 

At JCJC, students should report all 
sexual harassments or assaults to Vice 
President of Student Affairs Ed Smith, 
Vice President of Instructional Affairs 
Candace Weaver or campus police. 
Additionally, if students confide in any 
JCJC employee, that employee has a 
legal obligation to report that sexual 
misconduct to the proper authority.

On Aug. 18, Adjutant General 
Augustus Collins and JCJC 
President Dr. Jesse Smith 
signed an agreement beginning 
Jones County Junior College’s 
new Gold Officer Leadership 
Development (GOLD) Reserve 
Officer Training Corps (ROTC) 
program. 

Thanks to this program, 12 
cadets have already begun their 
journey to become future Army 
National Guard officers. This 
innovative program is designed 
as a stepping stone for cadets 
who are willing to take on the 
challenge of commissioning 
as an officer in the Mississippi 
Army National Guard straight 
out of their selected senior 
university. 

in Mississippi, there are 
roughly 700-800 cadets who 
have committed to their school’s 
ROTC program. ROTC is an 
elective class that has a primary 
focus on leadership training and 
critical thinking. 

At a typical university, if all 
standards are met, cadets who 
graduate with this program on 
their records could commission 


as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 
United States Army National 
Guard. 

At Jones, Private First Class 
Unique Cooper is one of two 
females in the program and has 
no problem working in what 
seems to be a male-dominated 
class setting. She is very eager 
to tell other students how 
ROTC has helped her and what 
the program could do for them. 
Although the class has only 
been on campus for a little over 
a month, she has already had 
fellow students asking her about 
ROTC and how they can join. 

“When they ask me about it, 
1 just tell them what we do and 
what we learn. And that if they 
want to join, they should talk to 
Captain Cochran about it,” said 
Cooper. 

Captain John Cochran, ROTC 
professor of Military Science, 
has currently served 12 years 
in the National Guard, eight of 
them as an enlisted soldier. He 
received his master’s degree 
from the University of Southern 
Mississippi and instructed an 
ROTC regiment at Jackson State 
University before arriving to

OneCard offers surprising options

All Jones County Junior 
College students carry 
their OneCard around 
campus, but what exactly 
can it do? 

The OneCard, also called 
the student ID, can hold 
Bobcat Bucks, a form of 
money offered at JCJC. 
This money can be used 
for many things, both on 
and off campus. Some 
establishments even offer 
students a discount by 
showing their OneCard. 

“1 go by the vending 
machines a lot on campus 
in between classes and 
don’t really carry any 
change on me, so 1 love the 
fact that all 1 have to do is 
swipe my OneCard,” said 
Madison Albrooks. 

There is no minimum 


or maximum amount of 
money students can put 
on their cards. Students 
have two ways they can 
add money onto their 
card. Students can either 
go online through their 
MyJones account or stop 
by the OneCard office on 
campus. The OneCard 
Office is located on the first 
floor of the Administration 
Building, Room 114. Office 
hours are 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. Monday - Thursday 
and 7:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
Friday. The money will be 
on the student’s account 
by 4 p.m. the next business 
day. 

“Putting money on my 
OneCard was so easy and 
quick. 1 really like the staff 
in the office,” said Shelbe 
Pitts. “They helped me and 
answered all the questions 
1 had.” 


Leftover money on 
some scholarships can 
also be transferred onto 
the OneCard. Institutional 
scholarships such as band 
or ACT can be used to buy 
meal plans. Foundation 
scholarships or MTAG can 
transfer to Bobcat Bucks. 
Honors and Presidential 
Scholarships can transfer 
to Honors Pres, which 
is equivalent to Bobcat 
Bucks. Any unused money 
expires at the end of the 
semester. 

“With Bobcat Bucks, 
students are able to get 
access to their financial 
aid money early to 
help with gas and food 
purchases,” said Lauren 
Wade, OneCard Services. 
“A lot of students rely on 
this to help them get back 
and forth to school, and 1 
am proud that we are able 


to help with that.” 

This year cRefunds 
will be placed directly on 
the students’ OneCards. 
Students can then use their 
card like a debit card for 
this refunded money. To 
remove refunded money 
from the card, students 
can go to an ATM or any 
Trustmark location. If any 
student does not wish for 
his or her refund to be 
placed on the card, simply 
log into MyJones and select 
the paper check option. 
Students must use the 
silver strip for the refund 
money and the black strip 
for Bobcat Bucks. 

If a card is lost or stolen, 
students are either to go 
by the office or call and get 
the card deactivated. Any 
lost card can be replaced

American society has a nasty habit of shoving sexual 
assault awareness under the rug, and this act needs to 
stop. 

This year President Obama established two movements 
to help end sexual assault. April’s “Not Alone” provides 
information and aid to students who have been sexually 
assaulted, and September’s “It’s On Us” asks citizens to 
pledge to do their part in preventing sexual assault. 

Campuses across the U.S. have adopted policies to 
combat sexual assault. However, when sexually-related 
crimes happen on campuses, they’re usually only at 
universities in big cities, not community colleges in small 
towns. 

The fact is sexual assault happens anywhere. Most 
individuals think these crimes only occur in dark alleys, at 
large parties or in empty parking lots, but these situations 
are only half-truths. 

Approximately 73 percent of sexual assault victims 
personally know their attacker. If the majority of sexual 
assaults occurred in dark spaces by strangers, this number 
would be significantly lower. 

Universities and college towns offer counseling and 
crisis centers for assault victims to work through the 
aftermath of the attack, but what’s offered before the 
attack? 

Institutions of higher learning should offer seminars 
to educate students regarding the realities of assault and 
self-defense classes to make students feel safer instead 
of creating more policies to battle the aftermath. At this 
point in developed civilization, sexual assault should not 
be happening as often as it does. 

Men and women should not feel afraid to come forward 
when they are victims of assault. Victims should not have 
to endure years of trauma from an avoidable incident. 


Drug testing to 
target mothers

Recently the war on 
drugs has focused on 
pregnant women, causing 
what has been called the 
womb-based war. The 
womb war is over the 
legality of mandatory drug 
testing during pregnancy 
and turning over the failed 
results to organizations 
such as Child Protective 
Services. While drug 
testing during pregnancy is 
nothing new, handing over 
failed test results to groups 
such as child protective 
services is. 

In the beginning it 
appeared to be a solid 
idea, but as the movement 
continued organizations 
began to take it too far. 
For example, once a drug 
test is failed, the offending 
mother is then subject to 
jail time or forced drug 
rehabilitation. Despite 
their sentencing, mothers 
are still at risk of losing 
their newly born child. 

In New York, one of the 
17 states implementing the 
new drug test policy, it is 
possible for a child to be 


taken away based on a single 
positive drug test. They 
exhibit a zero-tolerance 
policy for any type of drugs 
from prescription drugs to 
medicinal marijuana stated 
an article by New York Daily 
News. The International 
Business Times reported 
on a case where a lady 
failed a drug test after 
eating poppy seeds which 
resulted in her three-day- 
old daughter being taken 
from her. 

In some states, merely 
taking away a mother’s 
child isn’t enough. 
The Washington Post 
specifically addressed 
Tennessee which recently 
passed laws allowing 
women to be charged with 
assault, punishable by up 
to 15 years in prison, for 
babies born “addicted to or 
harmed by” a narcotic drug. 

“The law is so broad that 
it could lead to charges 
against a woman who 
drives recklessly, gets in 
an accident, and then loses 
pregnancy. It could also 
be used against women 
who try to self-induce

to filter out the facts 
and responsibly weigh 
the influx of information 
being provided on the 
eontroversial topic. When 
should deadly foree be 
used, and how does a 
person become qualified 
to make that eall? 

Detailed by 

nationalparalegal.edu, 
“Both private eitizens 
and police officers have 
a right to use foree in 


attempting to arrest a 
suspect,” and “according 
to the traditional rule, a 
poliee offieer is allowed 
to use any non-deadly 
force that reasonably 
appears to be necessary 
to make an arrest for any 
crime. However, deadly 
force is only allowed in 
situations where the 
officer reasonably believes 
that the suspect has 
committed a felony. See 
Stinnett v. Virginia, 55 
F.2d 644 (4th Cir. 1932).” 
Phrased more plainly. 


if a suspect in question 
for a mere misdemeanor 
attempts to escape arrest, 
and the only way to detain 
the suspeet is through 
use of deadly force, then 
by law an officer has to 
let that suspect escape. 
Determining whether 
foree should be used 
and to what extent is 
eompletely in the hands 
of eaeh officer’s personal 
judgment through 

knowledge of the law.

These lines drawn in the 
sand would go on to shape 
political conflict within 
the boundaries and better

Looking for a way 
to stay in shape, she got 
involved in mixed martial 
arts, boxing and kickboxing 
at a place where they 
train, also known as a dojo. 


While at the dojo, Bolin 
trained alongside Ultimate 
Fighting Championship 
hall of famer Forrest 
Griffin. In training, she met 
world-renowned stunt 
coordinator Cal Johnson 
on the production set for 
“The Strangers.” 

Originally, actress Liv 
Tyler was supposed to do 


the stunts for the movie 
“The Strangers,” but after 
having her son Milo, she 
decided she did not want 
to do the stunts. This put 
Johnson in a position to 
find a replacement as 
quickly as possible. 

“Not everyone in 
Hollywood is 5’9 or 510. 
However, Liv and I were 
inch for inch, frame for 
frame, weight for weight, 
and height for height dead 
on for each other,” said 
Bolin. 

Johnson ran into Bolin 
at the dojo, and he asked 
her if she wanted to be 
the stunt double, and she 
said yes. Once she started 
training for the movie she 
decided she would need 
an alias. That’s when she 
decided to work under 
her maiden name, Angela 
Brashier. 

She went to a stunt 
camp, called LA Stunts 
Boot Camp. At the camp 
they learned many skills 
such as car crashes, setting 
themselves on fire, fight 
work, and jumping 40 feet

Silent Hill HD Collection 

This compilation for Xbox 360 
and PS3 contains HD versions of 
PS2 games. Silent Hill 2 and 3. The 
SH series has always been known 
for its scares and incredibly 
frightening atmosphere. While 
SH 3 is excellent, 2 is the standout 



entry and alone is worth the 
purchase of the collection. While 
terrifying, especially since SH 
2 introduced series mainstay.

Doctor Who regenerates this season

The Doctor is back 
and once again, he has a 
new face. Peter Capaldi 
took the helm as the 
time traveling alien in the 
start of this year’s eighth 
season, and the show is 
definitely headed in new 
directions. Doctor Who 
is a British science fiction 
television show that 
premiered in 1962 and, 
aside from a small hiatus 
from the late 80s to early 
2000s, has been putting 
out new episodes every 
year. 

Since 1962 the titular 
character, The Doctor, has 
been portrayed by a total 
of 13 different actors from 
either Britain or Scotland. 
The Doctor is a Timelord, 
who has the ability to 
regenerate his body in 
order to feign death. This 
causes him to have a new 
appearance and a new 
personality, allowing for 
each actor’s portrayal 
to be independent and 
unique. The concept of 
regeneration has allowed 
the TV show to celebrate 
its 50th anniversary in 
2013, making it the longest 
running science fiction 
show on TV. 



When the series 
was revived in 2005 
Christopher Eccelston (41) 
took the reins and led the 
series into a new age. Until 
Capaldi (56) took on the 
role this year, Eccelston 
remained the oldest 
actor to play the doctor 
in the revived series. In 
comparison to the other 
actors, Capaldi 
is a much more 
weathered 
and experi¬ 
enced actor. 

In the 
show’s 
original 
run the 
actors’ ages 
ranged from 
middle age to 
senior citizen, 
giving the 


broadcast a mature, 
almost dark tone until it 
was canceled in the late 
80s. When the program 
was revived in 2005, it had 
almost lost that dark tone 
and returned to campier 
fare reminiscent of Doctor 
Who’s early years. 

Capaldi’s age difference 
gives the show the 
opportunity to 
take on a much 
darker tone 
and opens 
up the 

possibility of 
introducing 
fans who 
began 
watching the 
series at the 
to the 
classic episodes. 


Another thing Capaldi 
and The BBC have done 
differently with this 
season’s Doctor is his 
accent. In past years even 
when The Doctor was 
portrayed by an actor who 
was not British he would 
normally speak with a 
British accent in order to 
compare evenly with the 
other incarnation of The 
Doctors. 

But as the previous 
Doctor, portrayed by Matt 
Smith, regenerated in the 
last episode of the 7th 
season and Capaldi made 
his first appearance his 
first words “I’ve got new 
kidneys” were heard in 
his full Scottish accent, 
and weeks later it was 
confirmed that Capaldi 
would be speaking with 
his accent for his full run 
as the Doctor. 

With a new, much older 
reincarnation. Doctor 
Who is headed in so many 
new directions that any 
fan would be foolish not to 
be excited. For those who 
have not yet seen the show, 
the series can be found 
on Netflix aside from the 
newest season. It comes 
highly recommended, and 
you can trust him...he’s 
The Doctor.

won him a scholarship 
that brought him to JCJC. 
Diakite is in his last year 
of study at Jones following 
what was described as a 
successful and rewarding 
freshman year. 

“It was an easy 
adjustment and good fit,” 
Diakite said. 

Unlike many first year 
students who fall behind 
after getting caught up in 


the temptations college 
presents, Diakite found a 
system that allowed him to 
balance his busy life. 

“Everything in life is 
time management,” he 
said. “I set aside time for 
class, studying, soccer 
and friends. I follow 
that schedule and stay

Swindle threw a 24 
yard touchdown pass to 
Ducksworth to give Jones 
the lead 14-7 with 4:46 
left in the second quarter. 
The defense forced a punt 
on the next drive for the 
Wildcats. 

Swindle got the ball again 
and threw an interception 
on the 10 yard line. The 
defense held strong while 
PRCC missed a field goal 
to keep a touchdown lead 
for the Bobcats going into 
halftime. 

On the opening drive of 
the second half, Byrd’s 50- 
yard field goal attempt was 
blocked by Pearl River. On 
the following drive, PRCC 
receiver Jerome Keys 
caught a pass, but fumbled 
the ball out of the end zone 
when he was hit which 
resulted in a touchback for 
the Bobcats.

from the limelight until 
tragedy strikes, so the 
world at large can look away 
instead of address the root 
of these occurrences. 

1 spoke to an adult male 
who had been a victim 
of sexual assault during 
his freshman year in high 
school. He didn’t report 
the assault because he 
was embarrassed and 
thought the school would 
be mad that discretion had 
occurred. An adult female, 
sharing a similar experience 
in her early college years 


but off campus, didn’t file 
a report because she felt 
that she might somehow 
be at fault or that the 
gentleman responsible, a 
common acquaintance, 
didn’t purposely commit 
the assault. There appears 
to be a trend of viewing 
assault as an unhappy 
occurrence rather than a 
full-blown crime. Victims do 
not always know what their 
rights are in these situations 
or immediately grasp the 
sobering severity of the 
perpetration of such acts. 

Raising awareness at the 
college level is a good start 
to ensure the report of 


sexual crime, but perhaps 
awareness and education 
at a middle school and high 
school level would make 
for better preventative 
measures. According to 
reports by the National 
Conference of State 
Legislatures, only 22 states 
and the District of Columbia 
require public schools to 
teach sex education. For 
dialogue to open on the 
topic of sexual harassment, 
discussions of sexual 
health and appropriate 
sexual behavior must first 
become commonplace in 
an educational setting. Rape 
kits are not sold next to 


condoms in the convenience 
store, so people need 
early instruction to be 
aware of the issue and 
better prepared for sexual 
encounters. 

As this oversexed nation 
moves into the future, we 
should all be reminded 
that sex is a serious act 
with potentially serious 
consequences, and should 
be practiced only by 
those well informed on 
the topic of sexual health. 
Once our society is well 
educated, then assault can 
be addressed correctly and 
swiftly, making rape, in 
reality, a non issue.

Goodell changed the rule 
to six game suspensions 
for first-time offenders and 
lifetime bans for second¬ 
time offenders. Since 
they already gave Rice his 
suspension, they did not 
change his to six. 

Recently, a new video 
has emerged that shows 
Rice actually punching his 
fiancee in the face. Since 
that happened, Goodell has 
suspended him indefinitely 
from the NFL. The Baltimore 
Ravens then cut him from 
their roster the day the 
video came out. 


The Ravens are also letting 
fans trade in their Rice 
jerseys for a different jersey 
if they wish. In addition. 
Madden took him out of 
their videogames. 

Another big case 
happened in Ohio last year, 
when a 16-year-old girl, 
incapacitated by alcohol, was 
raped by two football players 
from her school. She was 
undressed, photographed, 
and sexually assaulted by 
the two football players 
and more of her peers. The 
incident happened in a car 
on the way back to one of 
the football player’s homes. 

She was undressed and 
digitally assaulted. Once 


they reached the house, the 
girl was unconscious, and 
the boys were persistent in 
trying to rape her. 

Both of the students got 
a minimum sentence of one 
year in the juvenile detention 
center. One of the teens 
received an extra year for 
exposing the pictures on his 
phone. He had a minimum of 
two years for rape and child 
pornography. 

Once both offenders 
turn 21, they will be added 
to the sex offenders list. 
Additionally, three other 
teens were charged for 
obstructing the investigation 
into the rape, and the high 
school’s superintendent was 


charged with hindering the 
investigation of a rape. 

Domestic violence 

happens more often 
in sports than normal 
situations. The new NFL 
rules are having great 
effects because four athletes 
have been suspended or are 
currently in trial since the 
rules came into play. 

Athletes are held to a 
higher standard in our 
community because they 
are looked at as role models. 
The new rules in the NFL 
should serve as a deterrent 
to domestic violence from 
national athletes because 
most players do not want to 
ruin their careers.

Jackson says he enjoys watching anime 
shows such as “Fullmetal Alchemist;

game like YuGiOh. 

On average, serious card players 
could spend up to $500 building a 
single deck, but a good deck could 
be built for much less for anyone 
interested in getting started.

Myths & Realities 

Rape myths are widely held beliefs about rape. People 
use these inaccurate beliefs to maintain a false sense of 
security because it denies that rape exists. 

Myth: Sexual assault doesn’t occur often. 

Reality: Every year in the United States, 1,270,000 women 
experience rape. 

Myth: Women lie about sexual assault to get revenge or 
because they feel guilty after having sex. 

Reality: Many who have been sexually assaulted don’t 
report it to the police because of fear of not being 
believed. Only 3 percent of rapes prove to be false 
allegations. Unfortunately, when a false allegation gains 
attention in the media, it creates the public perception 
that false allegations are common. 

Myth: Sexual assault is committed by strangers. 

Reality: Most sexual assaults are committed by someone 
the survivor already knows. The myth that rape is 
perpetrated by strangers makes it less likely for women 
to report an assault because of fear of not being believed, 
shame or self blame, or mixed feelings about turning in 
the person. 

Myth: The best way for a woman to protect herself is to 
avoid being alone at night in dark, deserted places such 
as alleys or parking lots. 

Reality: Only one-third of rapes are committed by 
strangers. People are more often raped in their homes or 
other settings where they once felt safe. 

Myth: Women who are sexually assaulted ask for it by the 
way they dress or act. 

Reality: Any woman of any age and physical type, in 
almost any situation can be sexually assaulted. The 
number one thing convicted rapists report looking for in 
a victim is vulnerability, not appearance. This myth takes 
the responsibility of the rape away from the rapist and 
shifts it to the victim. No one asks to be hurt in this way. 

Myth: Rape only happens to young, attractive women. 
Reality: Females from two months old to ninety years 
old have been sexually assaulted. According to previous 
accounts of rape, rapists chose women based on their 
vulnerability, not on their physical appearance. 

Myth: Men who sexually assault women are either 
mentally ill or sexually starved. 

Reality: Studies of rapists state that rapists are normal 
men. The majority of convicted rapists assaulted for the 
emotion gratification they received from the violent act, 
not out of sexual frustration. 

Myth: Rape is a sexual act that is taken too far. 

Reality: Rape is an act of violence; it involves asserting 
control over another person and taking their power from 
them. Rapists use a person’s sexuality against their will as 
a weapon. 

Myth: Women cannot be sexually assaulted by their 
husbands or boyfriends. 

Reality: Legally, women have the right to say no, to any 
form of sex with anyone, including their spouse orthe 
person they are dating. 

Myth: If a woman is drunk or passed out from drinking 
too much, it is okay to have sex with her. 

Reality: If a person is unconscious or his/her judgment is 
impaired by alcohol or drugs, legally, that person cannot 
give consent.

Identifying a perpetrator 

There is no typical profile of a rapist. (For example, 
serial killer and rapist Ted Bundy was an A student, 
volunteered for his university’s suicide prevention 
center, and was active in the church.) Flowever, there are 
red flags that are signs of abusive behavior: 

• Using derogatory sexual terms 

• Sexually harassing others 

• Exhibiting an aggressive demeanor 

• Seeing and treating others as sexual objects 

• Lack of empathy 

• Aggressive, dominant and controlling personality

Local center provides help

For anyone who has been 
a victim of sexual assault, 
there is a place nearby that 
offers free counseling and 
support. 

Sexual assault is any time 
someone forces another 
person against his or her 
will to be involved in sexual 
activities. It happens to both 
males and females with one 
in three females and one in 
six males expected to be 
assaulted in their lifetimes. 
It is also estimated that 70 
percent of people raped 
are sexually attacked by 
someone they know. 

Vicky Franks, a counselor 
at The Shafer Center for 
Crisis Intervention, deals 


one on one with people 
who have been sexually 
abused and was glad to 
provide information to 
help JCJC students become 
more aware of sexual 
assault offenses. The 
Shafer Center is a non¬ 
profit agency for people 
who need help recovering 
from sexual violence. The 
non-profit organization 
covers 11 counties in 
Mississippi including Jones, 
and they can provide crisis 
intervention over the 
phone as well as face-to- 
face counseling. They have 
offices in both Hattiesburg 
and Laurel. 

“I would say that I 
provide regular counseling 
to maybe 20 people a 
week,” said Franks. “I would 


say maybe 15 percent of our 
clients are from college.” 

Anyone can be raped, 
and the situations of how 
it happens can widely 
vary. However, according 
to Franks, a scenario that 
often occurs is one where 
a female goes with her 
friends to a party or bar 
and does not leave with the 
same friends she arrives 
with. 

Instead, the female who 
might have either gotten 
left behind by her friends 
or was ready to leave before 
her friends, will accept a 
ride from someone she 
may know personally or 
someone she knows as a 
friend of a friend. After the 
female accepts the ride, the 
person offering the ride will 


not take the female home, 
but rather to an alternative 
location to sexually assault 
her. 

Franks said, “Just because 
they are a friend of a friend 
doesn’t mean you can trust 
them.” 

When people become 
victims of sexual violence, 
for most victims it haunts 
them the rest of their lives. 
In addition, often times the 
victim does not blame the 
attacker for the incident, 
but more so blames himself 
or herself. Whether the 
victim justifies the self¬ 
blame because of personal 
looks, actions or mistakes, 
many victims choose 
this rationalization for

stigma prevents needed dialogue

It’s a PR nightmare for 
institutions and an all 
around disheartening 
topic that conjures varying 
perspectives and endless 
controversies, but the 
constant remains that 
sexual harassment and 
assault does happen, with 
surprising frequeney, here 
in the 21 Century United 
States. 

Sexual harassment 
awareness campaigns 
are currently growing 
in number, as media 


reports of assault rates, 
namely on eollege 
eampuses and within the 
military, have gripped 
sehool eommunities and 
eoneerned eitizens across 
the nation. Although 
statisties vary slightly, the 
message is clear - sexual 
harassment or assault does 
oeeur with frequeney and 
has most definitely affeeted 
someone you know. College 
eampuses are working 
to raise awareness, but 
this measure will be but a 
small step in the ongoing

Stigmas surrounding 
assault make it tough 
topic for open dialogue. It 
seems that everyone has an 
opinion about the various 
forms of sexual assault, 
primarily rape, but no one 
truly wants to talk about 
it.

Self blame: a rape survivor shares her story 


A former JCJC student 
recently shared her story 
with the Radioman. The 
assault occurred a few years 
after her time at Jones. This 
story has been edited and 
her name withheld. 

I was sure it was my fault. 
How could a man that I had 
known, that had sat with 
my family and friends for 
meals, that was so funny 
and seemed so harmless, 


how could he have done 
what he had just done? 

Did he misinterpret 
my friendliness? Was he 
having problems in his 
marriage? Was it the way I 
was dressed? What did I do 
for this to happen? Those 
were the thoughts going 
on in my mind after the 
assault. I ean’t remember 
anything about the days 
after it happened, but those 
thoughts. 


I didn’t go to the police. 
I didn’t tell anyone. Who 
would believe me? If I 
heard this man had raped 
someone, I probably 
wouldn’t have believed it 
either. So I kept quiet and 
over time, it took its toll on 
me. It was gradual, and only 
later eould I look back and 
see how self destructive I 
became. 

I gained a lot of weight. 
My trust in people was 


gone. I beeame depressed 
and angry. I was mad at 
myself more than I was 
mad at my rapist. I blamed 
myself more than I blamed 
him. I filled my head with 
all the things I should have 
done. 

I’d always been on guard 
at night if I had to go to my 
ear. That’s where I thought 
a rapist would be. Not

Officers, as well as 
civilians, have to take 
action when in a situation 
that requires immediate 
diffusion. These fast paced, 
high-intensity situations 
require legal know-how 
and personal judgment 
weighed against pure 
instinct of reaction. An 
officer should have refined 
and focused instinct, as well 
as an extensive knowledge 
of the proper protocol for 
these situations derived 
from years of reoccurring 
training and field work. 
However, it should be of 
concern that some law 
enforcement are not 
prepared to make life or 
death judgments or engage 
themselves in deadly force 
encounters. Officers are 
armed with the skills needed 
to physically execute 
force but not well enough 
directed on how to critically 
determine when use is 
undoubtedly necessary. 
Similarly, civilians are not 
well enough aware of what 
behaviors may warrant 
forceful reaction from an 
officer. 

In an interview for 
prospect.org, Maria 

Haberfeld, a professor and 
author on all things criminal 
justice, expressed her 
concerns by stating, “The 
majority of police officers

two decades in between the 
film and book; therefore, 
changes were necessary.

with a focus on the technical 
part of use of force, and are 
not trained enough in the 
emotional, psychological, 
physiological aspects of 
use of force.”

Circumstantial 
evidence comes into play 
here. There is no way 
to know with complete 
certainty what exact 
actions or escalations led 
up to the implementation 
of deadly force that ended 
the life of Michael Brown. 
What can be said for 
certain - a better trained 
police force and a better 
educated public might 
make the difference. More 
in-depth academy training 
for cops, law enlightening 
classes for citizens and 
mandatory training courses 
for gun ownership could 
save countless lives in the 
future.

simple sex objects. Much of 
this is attributed to Naughty 
Dog’s work on “Uncharted” 
and “The Last of Us,” both 
games with incredible 
female characters who are 
portrayed as real people. 

As for the featuring of 
rape within video games, 
there really is almost none. 
The most recent example is 
“The Witcher 2: Assassins 
of Kings.” Set in a grounded 
fantasy world that is 
extremely similar to actual 
medieval Europe, rape is 
depicted as something 
that occurred during that 
period and is in no way 
glorified. Truthfully, the 
game seems to condemn 
the act. Since video games 
are blamed for practically 
every act of senseless 
violence, they do not need 
any more bad publicity, 
which increased depictions 
of rape would surely bring. 

Sexual assault in the 
virtual realm is nothing 
new. This abuse, primarily 
verbal in nature, is likely 
due to gaming’s origins 
as a male hobby. One 
would think this kind of 
behavior would cease 
as females make up 48 


percent of American 
gamers, according to the 
Entertainment Software 
Association. But alas, the 
truth is unfortunate. All 
that is needed to bear 
witness to the attitudes 
of many male players is 
to play a single match of 
“Call of Duty” multiplayer. 
People will probably hear 
more verbal abuse, mainly 
sexist, than they will ever 
hear again.

“The goal is for this to be 
a pilot program to prepare 
a cadet to leave here and go 
to a senior ROTC program, 
be it University of Southern 
Mississippi, Mississippi 
State, etc., and have all 
the essentials needed to 
fall in as a junior or a third 
year cadet at a university,” 
Cochran said. 

Cochran works closely 
with JCJC faculty and staff 
members, namely Dr. Mark 
Taylor, dean of academic 


affairs, who is excited for 
the new program. 

“It is an opportunity 
for students who have 
participated in ROTC in 
high school to continue 
their participation at the 
collegiate level,” said Dr. 
Taylor. “In addition, these 
students gain leadership 
instruction that will help 
them in so many different 
areas of life.” 

This first semester 
will focus on building a 
foundation for what has 
the potential to be another 
successful program added to 
JCJC’s curriculum. As of now, 
ROTC cadets are learning 


basic land navigation in 
which students are taken to 
a location and must reach 
certain checkpoints and 
return to the course using 
only a map, compass and 
protractor. 

Jones’s ROTC students 
also present the colors at 
home sporting events and 
promote the opportunity for 
fellow students to become 
involved in ROTC. Plans are 
developing for possible two- 
to three-day field training 
exercises, including squad 
training and mission tactics, 
for the end of fall semester 
and spring semester. 

Cochran anticipates a 


larger turnout for the spring 
session with closer to 25-30 
students per class. He hopes 
to link with USM’s ROTC 
program to give cadets 
an idea of what university 
ROTC is like. Incentives such 
as scholarships for students 
willing to commit are also 
being considered. 

Any student wanting to

protection reasons. 

“If I blame myself and it’s 
my fault that means that I can 
protect myself,” said Franks. 

However, this defensive 
statement is not accurate 
because sometimes even when 
the person exercised every 
safety precaution, the attacker 
can sometimes still find a way 
to violate the person. Also 
another protective strategy 
victims use frequently, is 
staying silent about their 
sexual assault. 

“The reason they stay 
silent is because they blame 
themselves or they’re afraid 
others will blame them,” said 
Franks. “And then if I (the 
victim) tell somebody, then it 
makes it more real.” 

Franks said it is always 
best to tell someone about 
the assault no matter the 
circumstances of the incident. 
For victims who choose 
to press charges against 
their attacker. The Shafer 
Center provides support 
during the process, including 
during interviews with law 
enforcement and during court 
proceedings. By speaking up 
and reporting to the police, 
victims can not only bring 
themselves justice but also 
help make people aware of the 
attacker and possibly prevent 
others from being attacked. 

Another problem Franks 
frequently hears from sexual 
assault victims is whether or 
not what they experienced is 
considered rape. Sometimes 
the victim is confused about 
sexual assault classifications. 
However, according to 
Franks, when someone asks 
if a particular situation is 
considered rape, she says, 
more often than not, the 
incident is classified as rape. 
If a person has experienced 
a sexual based incident and 
is uncertain if it qualifies as a 
sexual assault, he or she can 


contact the Shafer Center 
for professional advice in a 
confidential setting. 

For people who know ones 
who have been abused, the 
best thing to do is be there for 
them. When victims initially 
come forward about the 
attack, believe them because 
only two to five percent of 
rapes reported turn out to be 
false. In addition, do not blame 
them. Instead listen to them, 
comfort them, and give them 
time to heal because this can 
be a difficult time for them. 
Having someone to lean on for 
support makes the recovery 
process a little more bearable. 

In fact, the Shafer Center has 
joined a national movement of 
communities and colleges to 
try to implement a community 
pact where people help others 
by doing what is called a 
“Green Dot.” When a person 
senses tension from another 
person or group, such as 
someone becoming irritated, 
the pact encourages people to 
step forward and find ways to 
diffuse the situation by means 
of distraction. However, the 
person trying to weaken the 
tension should not put one’s 
self in harm’s way. If the 
situation looks too dangerous 
to intervene, the person 
should contact authority 
figures to handle the problem. 
Again, the Shafer Center refers 
to this good deed as a Green 
Dot and asks that people try 
to help their community by 
doing selfless acts like this 
every chance they get. More 
information can be found at 
www.livethegreendot.com. 

JCJC students need to be 
aware of themselves and 
others and use their best 
judgment during every 
situation.

Mothers 
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Society raises women to be victims

Every two minutes 
another American is 
sexually assaulted. 

This is according to 
the U.S. Department 
of Justice’s yearly 


National Crime Victimization 
Survey, which states that an 
average of 237,868 people 
are victims of sexual assault 
each year. With such a 
terrible crime happening so 
frequently, it is vital that the 
public is equipped with the 
proper knowledge to help 
protect potential victims. 

As awareness of sexual 
assault rises across the 
nation, safety measures to 
prevent these vile acts are 
promoted. Rape, Abuse, & 
Incest National Network 
(RAINN) provides useful 
information on avoiding 
becoming another victim. 

RAINN stresses the 
importance of maintaining 
a constant awareness of a 
person’s environment. When 
alone, they advise to avoid 
isolated areas, avoid carrying 
too much and always carry 


a cell phone. In social 
situations, avoid drinking 
anything from strangers 
or leaving drinks 
unattended.

the group focuses primarily 
on protecting women. This 
truth carries on in daily 
life as well. Even in youth, 
women are taught ways to 
protect themselves around 
other people. From the 
way they act and dress to 
the places they go and the 
people they associate with, 
women are warned about 
becoming the victim. 

Since statistics show 
that women are more 
commonly victims of sexual 
assault, society has created 
a set of guidelines for 
women to abide by in an 
attempt to prevent future 
assault. However, these 
guidelines are practically 
only limitations. A woman 
is expected to avoid certain 
situations and to avoid 
certain dress in order to 
prevent the possibility of 


some sort of sexual assault. 
In other words, women are 
often raised to be a victim. 

If a case of sexual assault 
arises, it is sometimes the 
tendency of people to place 
fault on the victim. They see 
that she went somewhere 
she should not have or 
that she took drinks from 
someone, and they assign 
part of the blame on her. This 
is wrong. “No matter what 
she’s wearing, no matter 
whether she’s in a bar, in a 
dormitory, in the back seat 
of a car, on a street, drunk 
or sober - no man has a 
right to go beyond the word 
‘No’,” said Vice President Joe 
Biden earlier this year during 
an event for the Council on 
Women and Girls. 

Society should not blame 
the victim, it should protect 
her. If someone is ever so 
unfortunate as to be a victim 
of sexual assault, anything 
and everything that can 
be done in order to aid the 
victim and stop the criminal 
should be done. Measures 
should be taken to stop 
the crime, not to limit the 
victims. 


abortions,” Farah Diaz-Tello, 
a lawyer with the National 
Advocates for Pregnant 
Women, told the Daily Beast 
in response to the newly 
passed Tennessee laws. 
“She becomes a criminal 
due to unlawful pregnancy 
loss.” 

In response to Tennessee’s 
vague new laws, which focus 
on the horrors of Neonatal 
Abstinence Syndrome, 
defined as problems 
that occur in a newborn 
exposed to addictive opiate 
drugs while in the womb, 
medical experts sent an 
open letter addressing 
what they described as an 
inaccurate report about 
pregnant women and 
prescription opiate use to 
CNN, NBC, ABC, USA Today 
and Wall Street Journal. The 
syndrome is defined by the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association as 


increased irritability, 

hypertonia, tremors, 

feeding intolerance, 

watery stools, seizures and 
respiratory distress. The 
medical experts claim that 
it is completely inaccurate 
to describe newborns as 
addicted because NAS 
does not cause any long¬ 
term adverse effects 
with simple treatment, 
while discontinuation of 
necessary opiate drugs to 
the mother may pose severe 
risks to fetal development 
that cannot be treated as 
simply (A copy of the letter 
can be found at advocatesfor 
pregnantwomen.org). 

These two poorly 
misguided States are not 
the only ones caught up 
in the excitement of the 
unlawful persecution. 
According to the Amarillo- 
Globe News, in Texas, 
a woman who smoked 
marijuana while pregnant 
was charged with “delivery 
of a controlled substance to 
a minor,” a second-degree 


felony punishable by two to 
20 years in prison. 

During a briefing for the 
case of Ferguson v. City of 
Charleston “Research and 
clinical experience teach 
that when, as here, the 
personal risks of seeking 
medical care are raised to 
intolerably high levels, it is 
more likely that prenatal 
care and patient candor - 
and not drug use - will be 
what is deterred, often with 
tragic health consequences.” 

The drug testing not 
only subjects the women to 
unlawful practices, it also 
causes a break in doctor 
patient confidentiality 

which is specifically 
designed to protect 

communication between a 
patient and his or her doctor 
from being used against the 
patient in court. It would 
appear that either women 
aren’t the only ones being 
manipulated by these laws, 
or either America has not 
only corrupt lawmakers but 
also moral-less physicians.
